All that beiog allowed, it does not prove, he does 
net ſmuggle: And eſpecially moſt of theſe Gentle- 
men, when they came to be aſked, could not but ac- 
knowledge that he had the common Reputation of a 
Smuggler. Now common Fame -is no Proof ; but 
common Fame will preduee a ſtrong Suſpicion upon 
a Man, when be is charged with a poſitive Fact. 
What they have farther attempted, was to impeach 
the Character of a Witneſs called for the King. This 


they have done by the Oath of one Man, who tells 


you, that he don't think this Man upon his Oath is 
to be believed, - becauſe . he brought bim a Watch,

being armed and diſciplined in Banditties, they have 
begun to be the Terror of the Publick ; and, unleſs a 
timely Stop is put to theſe Proceedings, they will, in 
the end, ſtrike at the Conſtitution itſelf, Tis now 
known to every body, that this Practice of Smuggling 
has increaſed to that Degree, that 'tis not —— 
on elandeſtinely and ſecretly, but it js carried on in the 

ce of Day, and. in. Defiance of Law and Juſtice, 

here are notorious Gangs on the Sea-Coaſts, that 
publickly ride armed and diſciplined in Troops, and 
that ſet the Officers of the Revenue at Defiance ; often 
take and impriſon them, and carry on their deſpe- 
rate Attempts, breaking through Laws, without any 
Fear or Terror from the Juſtice of the Nation, In 


order to put a Stop to this, which not only affects 


the publick Revenue, and, in conſequence of that, 
affects every Man in the Kingdom, becauſe as theſe 
Revenues are appropriated to particular Purpoſes, 
and in caſe they ſhould become deficient, as they muſt 
become if theſe Proceedings are not ſtopp'd, the con-

On the 24th of 7uh laſt, he happened 
to be committed for a Breach of the Peace ; but, much 
to the Surprize of the Officer that ſeized him, they 
found upon him a Brace of Piſtols, which occaſioned 
a Speculation amongſt the Officers, that this Man 
muſt be concerned in ſome Employment which it was 
proper to enquire into; accordingly they ſuſpected 
him to be a Smuggler, and they advertiſed in the Can- 
terbury News, that he was found armed with a Brace 
of Piſtols. This Advertiſement being put into the 
Papers, the Officers, ſtationed at Folſſſone, got Chri/- 
topher Barret and Robert Worthington, the two Evi- 
dences now to beproduc'd, to take an InſpgRion of the 
Priſoner ; accordingly they went, and the Witneſſes 
immediately knew him, and ſaid, that he was one of 
the Hawihurſt Gang, which is the moſt deſperate of 
any other, and that he went by the Name of Black- 
tooth, and was one of the foremoſt and moſt deſperate 
in the Gang ; upon this, an Information being taken, 
he was detained in the Cuſtody of the Keeper of the 
Goal at Canterbury. By this AQ of Parliament, there

away uncuſtomed Goods. This is laid to be uncuſtom- 
ed Goods. For my part, I don't know what un- 
cultomed Goods are. Here's nothing appears that 
there are any Goods, Here's catrying ſomething in 
Bags: Becauſe Smugglers carry Tea in Oil-ſkin Bags, 
it therefore muſt be Tea. The Attorney-General. 
takes Notice of this extraordinary Point of Law, and 
ſubmits it to the Court. "This Evidence given to the 
Court and Jury i is not ſufficient to maintain the India- 
ment, becauſe tis required by Act of Parliament, in: 
order to bring a Perſon within the Deſcription of this 
Act, that they go arm'd to the Number of Three or 
more; but the going arm'd alone is not ſufficient to- 
bring him within this Act of Parliament; but it muſt 
be in aiding and aſſiſting in running and catrying 
away uncuſtomed Goods. Now, though - tis fully. 
prov'd, that the Perſon did thus appear with Arms, 
and ſome Goods, yet it does not appear r. were un- 
cuſtomed Goods. 

Attorney-General. I readily grant theſe Things. moſt. 
appear to the Satisfaction of the Jury. It mult ap- 
pear to the Jury, that the Priſoner was armed, and

Lancafler, ſtands indicted for a Crime of a very high 
Nature, and if it is proved againſt him, will ſuhject 
him to'a great Puniſhment; and *tis a Crime of for- 
ging of an Aſſigument, and a Letter of Attorney, for 
receiving certain Wages due to a Seaman, and the 
Caſe is as I ſhall now ſtate unto you.— One Jobs Gir- 


at Tavickexmham ; accordingly the Priſoner at the Bar 


ling was applied to by the Defendant, the Priſoner, 
upon the 6th, or 7th, of laſt Tune, as on the behalf 


of one George Price: The Priſonet, at the (ame time, 


ſhewed to this Mr Girliag a Letter that was ugued 
George Price, wherein Prict is made to defire of the 
Detendant, to fell out tairty-fix Pounds, as Wages of 
his late Father, late a Mariver, This Hugh Price 
had been a Mariner in the Service of the Crown, and 
he died ; and at the time of his death, there were 
Wages due to him to the amount of thirty - x Pounds: 
he h d made his Will, as it is ſaid, and probably 
true, whereby he had made his Son, George Price. 
his ſole Executor ; ſo that his Son, by that Will, be- 


came intitled to the whole Eſtate of his Father. The 


Priſoner at the Bar, I think he was Clerk of the Ship 
to which Hugh Price b:longed, and he got into his 
Cuftody th Will of Hagh Price's, and the Uſe he 
made of it Iam now going to ſlate unto you. He went 
to the proper Office of the Prerogative Court, in order 
to get this Will proved, and at the ſame time that he 
brought the Will, in order to be proved, he pretended 
that he himſelf was the Perſon named as the Execu- 
tor in the Will; and therefore he took an Oath, 
which is neceſſary for a Perſon to take who pretends 
to be an Executor, therefore he prays that a Probate 
might be granted to him. The Proctor had no Suſpicion 
whatſoever that he was uot the real George Price, accord - 


ingly did that which was neceſſary for that purpoſe; 
accordingly a Probate was granted to George Price, the 


ſuppoſed Executor: When he had got the Probate of 
the Will into his Cuſtody, be chen applied to Mr 
Girling to ſell him that, which if he was an Executor, 
he hagha Right to ſell ; he applied to him in Faure 
laſt 3 He did not apply to him as the Executor; but 
pretending he was employed by the Executor, George 
Price, to procure that Money for him. Mr Girling 
not apprehending that which comes out now to be 


the caſe, not doubting but this Man had a proper Au- 
thority from George Price, his Buſineſs was to enquire 


whether George Price was Executor of the Will, whe- 
ther there was this Sum of Money due to the Teſta- 
tor, thirty-fix Pounds; accordingly he ſent into the 
Country, to the proper Pay-Office at Port/mouth, to 
know whether there was ſuch a Perſon, and ſo much 
Money due to him; he received for Anſwer, there 
was; upon that, the Priſoner comes again upon the 
12th of June, and then produced to him the Probate 
of this Will of Hugh Price. Mr Girling tuen appre- 
hended every thing was right ; upon that he agrees to 
purchafe theſe Wages for the Sum of 27/7, 5 5. For 


this purpoſe a Bill of Sale was filled up ; the Defen- 
dant took the Bill of Sale away, promecing he muſt 


take that to George Price, whom he pretended lived 


took it with him, in order, as he ſaid, to carry it to 
Price to be be executed by him. Accordingly, two 
or three Days afterwards, he comes back, and brings 
the Bill of Sale, and ſaid, Mr Price had executed that 
Bill of Sale, and executed it in the Preſence of two 
Witneſſes, Upon the Credit of theſe Witneſſes, 
not having the leaſt Suſpicion of it's being forged, ac- 
* paid 27 J. 5 5s. and the Priſoner delivered 
to him that Bill of Sale, appearing to be executed by 
George Price, and ſigned by two Witneiles. Pre- 
ſently after this, Mr Girling heard that there was an- 
other Perſon claimed the Benefit for one Margaret Price, 
as the Wife of Hugh Price. This we may eaſily ima- 
gine alarmed Mr Grr/ing, that he had been impoſed 
upon; upon which he applied to the Priſoner imme- 
diately, and aſked, How it came to paſs that he 
ſhould get a Bill of Sale, When theſe Wages be- 
longed to another?

As for Zamb the Sexton, he has the 
Command of four Perſons in that Pariſh, who were 
the common 'Bearers, therefore he engag'd them in the 
Service, as being in the Service of * Pariſh ; but 
that was not fufficient, they wanted more help, there.

You will obſerve, that Leaden Coffins required Aſſi- 


fore Billy was to take his Share, and he hires the two 


other Defendants John Chandler and Charles Hooper for 
their Aſſiſtance. The Place where the Theit was 
committed is a Vault in the Pariſh of St Anudreau, 
Holborn. Though they. have been, for ſome time, 


concerned in this Practice, they could not have many 


Opportunities of committing Thefts of tbis Kind; 
their only time was upon the occaſion of Funerals, 
when the Vault was not cloſed up till the next Day; 
that was the time they took: away theſe leaden Coffins. 
As this could not be very frequent, Lamb and Bilby 


- together laid a Scheme how they might carry off 


greater Quantities; there was an Accident that gave 
them a better Opportunity for executing their 
Scheme: It ſeems ſome Water had drained into this 
Vault, Lamb thereupon applied himſelf to Mr Bar- 
ton, Rector of the Pariſh, to have ® Hole made, for 
this Drain to run off; Mr Barton gave no ear to him; 
he thought it improper to diſturb the Coffins, there- 
fore he refuſed it; Lamb made a ſecond Application; 
upon that he ſent for his Bricklayer to inſpect into 
the Vault; and, upon his making the Report that 
there might be Means made uſe of, he did conſent, 
and gave Orders to his own Bricklayer to make a 
Hole in the Side-of the Wall for that Purpoſe, and 
the Hole was accordingly made; the Defendapts im- 
mediately laid hold of this Opportunity; this Hole 
is but of a very ſhort Date, in the beginning of 
September; upon this they frequently went to work, 
and through the Hole of this Vault, they dragged 
out the dead Bodies and the Lead ; but it was ſoon 
diſcovered by the Conſtable, who, ſeeing a Light in 
the Church in the Night-time, he began to ſuſpect 
there were ſome evil Doings in the Church; there- 


fore he reſolved, the 22d of September, to go to the 
Church and enquire; accordingly, about one o'Clock 
in the Morning, he went to the Church; as ſoon as 
he came, to the Door, Billy the Grave-digger opened 
the Door but abſolutely refuſed to let the Conſtable in, 
but let out the two Defendants, Chandler and Hooper,

with Lead on their Backs. Tho? the Conſtable applied 
to Billy, and told him his A pprenhenfſions that there 
was ſomething wrong going forwards ; yet he abſo. 
Jutely refuſed his coming in, and gave him for Anſwer, 
that it does not ſignifie, :hat the Mummy was gone; 
the Conſtable was reſolved to go in, and in a little 
time, three Perſons concerned 1n carrying Lead, re- 
turned again to the Church; whereupon he took 
them up, and carried them to the Watch-houſe ; the 
Conſtable kept them there, and the next Day they 
were carried before a Magiſtrate, and a Warrant was 
granted him to ſearch the Houſes of Lamb and Bilby, 
where they found Lead and Coffins cut up; upon 
which they were both taken up, and Billy acknow- 
ledged they had cut up above fourſcore Coffins. Gen- 
tlemen, if we prove theſe Things to your Satis- 
faction, I think you can have no doubt of thoſe Peo- 
ple's Deſign, in cutting up theſe Coffins and diſpoſing 
of the Lead, it is impoſſible they could have any pur. 

poſe in it but an intent to ſteal ; the Sexton knew 
theſe Coffins were depoſited there, and to remain 
there; the very cutting the Coffins to Pieces, is a 
plain Indication that their Intention in doing of it 
was the making Money of them ; if you have any 
doubt of that, we can produce a Perſon to whom they 
ſold this Lead of the Coffins to their own private 
Gain; if we can prove this, I make no doubt but 
we ſhall have your Verdict to puniſh ſuch wicked 
Offenders, to malte an Example of theſe Men, to 
deter others from committing the like Crimes. 

Gentlemen, The Puniſhment attending this Crime 
is not a Capital one; it is a Felony within the Bene- 
fit of the Clergy, But, Gentlemen, I can't help ta- 
king Notice to you, thit in Lord Coke, almoſt the 
only Inſtance that can be found in Law-Books where 
this Felony was committed, and he had the Benefit 

of the Clergy : ** Thus, ſays he, he eſcaped the 
„ Sentence of Death, which he richly deſerved for 
his inhuman and barbarous Felony.” 

Council on the ſame Side, There will be no occaſion 
for us, who are concerned in behalf of the Proſecution, 
to ſay any thing by way of Aggravation of the Crime 
for which the Priſoners ſtand indited, the bare men- 


tioning it muſt ſtrike every one with Horror. I will 


therefore only add a fingle Word, in order to warn 


you from thoſe Notions which ſome hard-hearted 


Men have imbibed upon this occaſion, that as this 
Fact was committed on dead Bodies, which knew it not, 
and which were never the worſe for the Robbery, it is 
great Mitigation of the Offence. But give me leave 
to aſſure you, 'tis an Offence-and Robbery upon the 
living. The laſt Office we can pay to the Memory 
of a Father or Mother, or any near and dear Relati- 


on, is to farniſh them with a decent Funeral, that 
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their Bones may lie quiet and undiſturbed ; and for 
this we put ourſelves to an Expence, and that Expence 
is often carried into Extravagance, and we receive a 
Satisfaction from the Thoughts of having ſo done; ifi 
therefore a Robbery is committed of thoſe Things 8 
which we purchaſe at an Expence, for the Sake of this 
Satisfaction, ſuch as Leaden- coffins, or the like, it is 
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an Infringement upon that SatisfaQion, and the Rob- 
bery is committed upon us. The Cuſtom of decent 
Funerals has prevailed in all Ages, and among all 
Nations, and had it no other Recommendation than 
the bare employing ſuch a Number of * in it's 
different Branches, as it does, it ought to be upported. 

And I am ſure, did I want to aggravate the Crimes 
of the Priſoners, it might eafily be done by putting 
you in mind, that they all of chem bad no other Way 
of getting their Bread, than by attending and carry- 
ing into Execution, thoſe Rites and Ceremonies 
which the Decency and Solemnity of a Funeral muſk 
require, ;
